to ovpose the measursn of his Government for
CArrEing on the war was danwerons,

The opponents of the war found themselves
econfronted at once by A splrit on the part of
the masses, Hepublicans and Demosrats alike,
which would not tolerate any actlon cateulated
to obstruos Mr. Lincoln's afforts to restors the
Union. Fraternity consed between rriends ahil
enamies of the Government, and certaln kinds
of fres apeed imuerilled the personal safety of
the gitizen, and sometimos his lite, Seditious
newapapears waors suppressed by the military
forees or found thefr mail facilition deanied by the
Poat Office Department; Individuals, persisting
In the long practised babit of denoune-
Ing governmental mensures they dld  not
like, were stigmatieed as publie enemisa
and Copperheads. and some of the more
vidlent were arrested and thrown Inte
prisan, Fine-spun appeals for the *constitu-
tional * right of fres speech and the llberty of
the press were brushedsaaide as rubbish in the
universal zenl to save the Union. All the forms
of law which Interfered with this determination
wero teampled upon or became s dead letter
upon the statnte books. The writ of habona
corpus was suspended, and political prisoners
oftentimes remained for montha withont a hear-
Ingor knowing the nature of the charges ngainst
them, It was A remarkable (onovation in &

The open secesslonists in the border States
sooti fled to the ('unfederate lines, Hut thers

still remnlned a conslderable and an tnfluentinl
elrmoent which, while professing Lolon sentl-
mante, renlly sympathilzed with the South, hid-
fng beliind the pretence of & conselnntions oppo-
ftlon to the war on constitutionn] grounds,

praciically controlled the polities of the State,

nd e was quite apparent that four-tfths of the

altimoreans favored the secession canie. The
oity's oMivial machinery was entirely in tho
bands of the Southern sympathizers, and the
poliee force had permitted & Baltimiore mob Lo
attack s Union regiment on its way Lirough the
ity 1o the detence of Washington. ts leading
officials in efect served notice an the Washing-
ton authorities that no Union troons could piass
through Haitimore without peing st tacked.

Nearly sll the minor officers of the
ture subscribed to the oath of allegin
wers discharged st once, Hoss Win had
previously been arrested by Gen, Hutler and
discharged on parole, and e was now sgmin
dischinrged on u simtiar undertaking. The least
obnoxlousof theothers wore, on the Infercession
of friendn, also discharged on taking the onch of
allgginnee, but there were angry Krnmtn from
the Unlon men against the dlscharga of the
loaders, even on those terms. However, na time
gmrrnml one after another were discharged,

avernl refuned 1o take the ontn, and remnined
In Fort Warren for more than Afteen monthe,
These men stond on thelr rights as Ameri-
ean  cltizenn, atontly denving that thev
had committed any orime agninast  thelr
tovernment, and demanding & trinl  aue
cording to  law. There ure renms of
thelr protesats, demands, nnd threats on flle In
the arehives of the State Department. None of
them ever had m formnal trinl. Mr. Stanton,
uniler whnae eharge they came andor the order
of Feb, 14, 1802, gave himself little concern
about the rliodomontade on  personnl Hberty
and the “guarantees of the Constitotion*
which Inrded thelr numerous communicntions
to the War Departinent. They were read and
formally tiled awav w thn other liternry
drifeof the period, Bot e held on to the pris-
oners, though from time to Hime ench and every
one of them was offered hin liberty on parole or
taking the oath of alleginnee. Theao nlternne
tives they atead fastly declined, vet nearly all of
thiem persisted in thelr lovalry,

The prisoners who thus held out were Marshal
Kaue, Mayor Hrown, Police Commlssioners
Howard and Gateliell, ¥, Key Howard, Hall,
Wartield, Harreison, Wallis, Macgill, and Seott.
Finally, after Antiotam nud the eolinpse of
Lev's inwnsion of Maryiand, and swhen they were
ahiorn of all thelr Infuence, all these polltical
prisoners were dischnrged withont any resiric-
tiona whatever, ‘I'lils wis on Nov. 27, 180,

‘hat much of a victory they nehleved, but they
met with no seclabm an thelr retnrn, and there-
niter they cut no important Hgurs in publle
affnirn during the sirogress of the wir.

In making these nreests the Government was
aof course bitterly eriticised In certiin quarters,
bt it wetlon was loyally sustnined by the great
mnafority of the Northern peopls and by Con-
gress, LU was nostunning blow, [t cowed timid
envmiles mnd encournged thoe friends of the
Unton sverywhers, It praved to the country
thut the Administration hud beackbone, After
these arresta there was o longer nny question
of the U'nionismof Maryland by & lnrge major-
ity, Nodoabt several of the vietlms were loyal,
but it was of the aqniescent sort which enconr.
aued the disloyal.  Othors were dangerois. un-
relenting foes of the Unfon, and st a eritieal
maoment thelr Influence was ellminsted sl
eventually completely destroyed.

The County Convention had been called to
meet in the Hroadway ‘Theatre at 10 o'vlock,
but owing to the conteats the delegntos wero
not enllel to order by Mrs, Kistlor untll
nearly Jdo'clock. She opencd what proved to
be the maost disorlerly convantion ever wit
neased In this State, the Walte Conventlon

The gallery wns with
him to n boy, He really gave them more than
the part demanded.  The dramatist had ns-
aligned to hilm the task of exposing n double
deck villnin of great ingenuity. and that In it-
selfl was no easy Joh, Tho licro was simply a
come-on, though his sentiments were noble,
and it it hadn't been for tho detoctivo his
earoer of usefulness would have been ended
before the curtaln fell on the first sct. Int
hfa detoctive wasn*t content with shadawing
the villain, and eayinz et Intervals, *“Hist!1
know nll.,"” When work In the detoctive line
wils miack amld the villaln was off the stage,
he wasn't above doing n song nnd dinnce,

And how the gallery il hinte that villain,
They hissed him when e ¢une before the cur.
taln with the other members of the enmpany,
Admiration for hiscleverness nnd disgust for
s wickedness swayed them alternately. When
the vilinin's wicked past had beon oxposed to
every one but the hero, hie took the centre of
the stage nnd accused the hero of w crime
which he, the villaln, had committed. It was
n oritlenl moment. A ragged Httle chap, who
han taken off his cont, that he might enjoy
the play the more, and who leanod over the
gnllery rall at the lmminent perll of fnll.irlr.
relleved the situation by shouting earnostly
to the villuin:

“You lin!  You done it yourself!"

Fven this felendly warn u{; was unheeded by
the hero, and he went stumblineg into one mis.
fortiune after another nntll the last wet, whers,
by vhe add of the ublguitous dotective, he
cldmed his rlghts and unmasked the villain,

The twn olnsses of deamn that never full on
the Howery nro the pinys of renllstlc eiTocts and
the plays of gingerbrend eloannee.  They nroe
prodduced ehlefly by teavelllug  eombiltation
comennles now, and they are enlotlnted to
awnlen the emotlons of Headford, Pa.. and
thirill the boswns of Three Rivers, Mich, Thero
t= just os much thunder in the roalistio How-
ory deama now uy thers was in the days when
UNlek o the Woolds" was s red-hot favorite,
hut the geandiloguent speoches are toned down,
The gallery wouldn’t enthuse aver Tillie 1he's
seene with the villain in *Nick.o'-the- Woods,"
where she salil:

A LAWTER's arORY OF HIn OWN
EXVERrENCE WITH T,

The Qaandary Tata Which He Was Pat by

n Perpeteatine a Crime,
wed Mow Sie Got Out of the Mens,

They were discusslug tha  KitaonPlayfafe
enne, which stipesd up London and the profes.
Honnl world, o the offfos af & down town T
yor the other day, and one of tiose present, A
Inwyar lof considornblo stamling at the Now
York bar, told this story of ab exporience of
hie own. It hagpeped only o fes yeare nfter
tie finl boen idniftted to the bor, and before hin
WA nocumuiinted the wide experience whilch
worlid enable him now to gettis the difflevlry
offinnd.  He wun rotalned Jote day by n wo
man wlsecire the appolntinent of & cotmiittes
of the person of her husband, who bl lwen
for nine yoars an Inmate of an Insanes asylim,
The man had hnd & clalm agalnst the Govern-
mant which hind teen n fomg time In Hitheation,
At Inst the award was made, and thien the
Treasury Dapartment refused to pny the money
untll the bonded committes was appointed,

To the lawyer's question as to why the wo-
man had had her hnsband committed to the
asylum, she replled thut ha had been ugly ta
lier for some time, and that fNnally he hind
becomes wiolent and had attacked her, Then
slis hadl him committed. A fow days nfter
thia Interview with lils clent, the Inwser sent
his clerk to the meylum to serve the custom:
ary papers ot the alleged Ineane tinn and on
the Warden of the asylum. The clerk re-
turned in conalderabls excltoment.

“The man Is as sane as you or 1" he sald
to the lawyer. *'I talked with him for a long
timea, and ocould not find a subject upon which
he was not ratlonal.”

The clork reported that, when he had served
tha papers on the alleged Insane man, the
osylum fonmate hind sald to him:

““Why, I am no more Insane than yon are,
I know all about this thing, It's a put-ap job
on the part of my wife and an old friend of
mine, She Is lving with bim row, and has
been lving with Lim over since they got me
vt In here.”

“Well, why haven't you made offorts to get
out?" asked the clerk.

“Made efforts to got ont!" exolalmml the
man. Do you suppose 1've been lere nlne
years without trying to got away?  That wonld
Lo a crazy trivk, sure. Hut you Just think it
over In cold blood and see what sort of chanco
aman in my flx has got. 1 came hiero formally
declared insane, Half the ceazy veople hers
think thoer are sane and keep protesting thelr
bellof to the keepera and the Warden and to vis-
itors, to any one, o fact, who will lsten to
them, It's the proper thing for a crazy man
to do, and the finer his story of outrage the
cragier most peaple think him, and, for n fact,
in mosat cases the crazier hn Is. 1 found that
out mighty soon after I got here, and I knew
enongh to keep atiil, I 1 had Ead any money
I might have been able In some way to pectire
the help of a lnwyer who conld have Inveati-
gated the elrcumstances of my committal, but
they watched that pretty well when they sent
me here, and I've never had that chanee,  It's
a wonder, though, that T am not eenzy. It
takes a good man to associnte with sucl n pack
of loons as they've got here for nine years and
not lose his reason.”

After that the clerk talked with the man
about his family and himselt and all Lis bosl-
ness affalrs.  The conversation was genernl
and particular, and the clerk went away satis-
fled that the man was really  the vietln ot a
criminal conapiracy,

The eclerk's enthusinsm and certalnty as to
the condition of the alleged Insane mon put
the lawyer in mquandary. He didn’t know
exactly whother to go on with his case or not,
If & crimo was belng earried out he wanted to
know it. and he didn't propore to have nny-
thing to do with it. At first he thought lie
would go to the ssylum himself nnl seo the
man. Hut afterward s conclnded to see the
waoman again before he took any further action,
Av he delnyed seelng her he gradunliy arrived
at the conclusfon that It might be better, afier
ull, to complete the work which he was re-
tained to do, and then he would be free to act
a5 he choss,

1t wan severnl weeks befors he vould arrange
another Interviow with hin client. Then he
prepared this usunl aMdavie for her to alzn, sot-
ting forth the facta of Ler husband’s commmit-
ment to the nsylum, Thae practice was then to
necept the fact of the long confinemrent in an
asylum as proaf that the patient wis (ndane,
andd the appointment of & committes of the
person was usunlly made on such an affldavit,

When the amdavit had been execuled the
Inwyer asked his client agnin about the rea-
sons which had Jed her to secure the committal
of her husband to an asylum, To hils nnage-
ment she told him a story that In some essen.
tint detalls wos un exnct eontradietion of the
story she had told him scarcely two months
before. He taxel her with the diserepnncy
at onee,  For amoment ahe was eonfused,
Then she recoversd her self-possession, =il
shie had mnde & mistuke, and Immedintely
adided  clreumstances to e kecond  story
which might reconcile it with the first. Bur the
Inwyer went away Clsantistled anld more than
balfinciined to belleve that the story of the

in n the asvinm might be true, althouch he
{:nd aren no direct evidence to bear It out,

“"Now," sald the lnwyer, when he had told
this much of the story, “*what would vou fel-
lowa recommendd as to the prosslure of n man
in such n flx, purticularly tn view of this ver-
diet agalnst Dr, Plagfale? My (nformation in
reard to the imprisoned man was privileged, |
never hean] of  him until T was retained by
his wife.

“No sall one of the oldest lInwyers thers,

your clerk brought you was not privilegsl, It
was obtalned in the ordinary conurss of husl-
ness, You were not sure that It was a fact,
Yun vortn!nli‘ were entitled to Investigate. |f
a crimoe was bhelng committed, no olillgntion ta
your «lent, fancied or real, could make youn
party to it unwilllngly, and you were entitled to
use your information ty frasteate 1, or 1o belng
the erlminal to fustlee,  Tn the satne wiy It s
nlways the practice fur lalnwivlnu« o report Lo
the polles susplefons deaths, nlthough their
only information s professionn), nml, In sup-
pmrtlnn. privilesed, )

Thon followed a general discusslon, Some
af those who hud heard the story contendml
thnt the young lawver should hinve dismissed
hix eltont ut onee, and proceeled to seoure the
Hberation of the wrongly imuorisoned  man,
Otliers stontly declared that Lis [nformntion
wnn privileged, and that It was against the
etlifes of the professfon for hilm to use It In
any wny agninst his cliont, even hy securing
Informntlon ;a8 to the man by n roundnlwnit
means, I hs started feom Informition ohe
tiained from his cllent. Some wdvised conanl-
tation with other lawyers, with a vigw of hay:
Ing them procesd to get the man out of the
asylum. When the diseussion hind been golnge
ou for some tume, some one turnad to the law-
yor wli A tolid the story, anud asked ;

lHng side, devoted to less produetive husiness
matters and depending elilefly upon the patron-
age of persina of mors mdest incomes and
rlender pursen. In thuvnﬂ(y commercial e of
New York elty, the west slde of Hroadway was
consldered to be the more desirnble for retndl
business, The stores upon b pakl amach lnrger
rent than those on the slile opposite, nod pot only
was this the oase, but, as the Now Yorkers of i
generatlon  ago remember, the west  or
“ollar " alde was tho more popular for poides-
trinna, cspecinlly  during the promenasde on
